Death: fréquently. follows. a sudden 
fit_of anger.::Persons who are other- 
wise sensible and even philosophical 
indulge at. times in this suicidal and 
profitless pastime. The Emperor Nervy 
died at the age of sixty-six from fever 
resulting from a fit. of anger, 
Ill, who occupied the papal throne 


from 1634 to 1549.and who. was consid: | - 


ered one of the-most intelligent and 
liberal as well as just of popes, died 
‘from a sudden fit of anger’ while up. 
braiding Cardinal Alessandro Farnese 
who had proved false to his friends 
and benefactor, 

The emperor of Valentiniaw ‘while 
addressing a deputation of backsliding 
Germans allowed his angry emotions 
to get the upper hand of his common 
sense and fell dead ere he had finishec 
speaking. The celebrated English sur. 
geon John Hunter indulged in angry 
dispute with one of his colleagues. at 
St. George's hospital and dropped dead 
at the feet of him who had been the 
cause of the resentful and bitter re- 
marks, .The Russian surgeon Badda- 
wouski, being angered at the awkward- 
ness of an assistant during a surgical 
operation, gave free vent to a fit of 
anger and expired without a moment's 
warning. ; ;

produced ‘by a toxic product developed 
by. the- undue excitement as:much as 
to the play'of the emotions upon. the 
nerve centers of the heart. ‘Little chil- 
dren should be taught. in earliest in-. 
fancy.-to contro] their angry - passions. 
A parent smiling approvingly at what 
he is pleased to term thei“spunkiness” 
of his. offspring without’:making any 
effort to reprove or. to.correct the out- 
burst ‘of 111 temper is guilty of wanton 
neglect :and is storing up much un- 
pleasantness for both himself and the 
child in future. 
_. “Anger 1g.a stone cast into a wasp’s 
nest,” reads the Malabar proverb, and 
how often the angry word stirs up 
strife and discord and contentions that 
keep up a continual unpleasant buzz- 
ing. until, ike wasps disturbed in thelr 
nests, they alight upon the disturber, 
bringing a sting that wounds his own 
personality, : 

“Be slow to wrath” might be a cher 
ished guide at any and every period of 
life. But. as.years run their course, 
particularly if accompanied: by. a fee 
ble condition of body, a conscious tend- 
ency: to fits of; anger-should ‘Induce 
habits of strenuous self::controi. This 
control, however,-is::not acquired in 
a day. The imprisoned fire of anger 
but waits. for the kindling breath of 
provocation, and each .time it is con- 
fronted by the latter a calm exterior, 
even though the spirit be at white heat, 
will win a victory without either party 
to the strife being a loser. 

A bright three-year-old child who 
was given: to passionite outbursts of 
resentful anger each time her wishes 
were thwarted was one morning sud- 
denly lMfted to the mirror with the 
mother’s admonition, ‘‘Look at your 
self!” Immediately the child’s resent- 
ful face changed, and, nestling to her 
mother, who wisely refrained from 
saying another.word regarding the 
_ebullition of temper, she, with an apol- 
ogetic hug, softly subbed away the re- 
sentment. : 

Some -weeks afterward, during which 
time there was a marked change for 
the better In the temperament of the 
ehild, the mother had occasion to re- 
prove the little one for an act of dis- 
obedience, using perhaps unnecessary 
warmth of tempor at the time. With- 
out hesitation the little one seized her 
by the hand and took her to the mirror. 

“Ook at 'orself!’’ she exclaimed, her 
childish voice as severe as her strength 
permitted, at the same time struggling 
desperately to keep the angry lines 
from her own tiny face by puckering 
her ips into a form from which Issued 
a succession of soft, nonchalant oos. 

The lesson had been taught, learned 
and retaught, and who shall say how 
far reaching its influence? If one can 
only be brought to understand the toxic 
effect of anger upon the whole senso- 
rial system of the individual, resulting, 
as it frequently does, in sickness and 
even death, each would be more at 
Peace with his-nelghbor, with the com- 
munity and with the world at large—-

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A SOILING CROP. 


Heavy Yields of Green Feed Under 
Favorable Conditions. 


Thousand headed kale has been 
grown in the Willamette valley for 
twenty-seven, years. It attracted little 
attention among Oregon dairymen un- 
til recent years, but is now rapidly 
becoming a very popular fall - and 
winter. soiling crop. It stands “the 
mild winters west of the Cascade 
mountains admirably and: is hauled 
from the field and fed as needed. It 
does not head up like cabbage, and 
the name ‘thousand headed”’ is. given 
it on account of the numerous’ bran-

ches the plants have when given 
plenty of room. It is very much like 
rape, but the plants are much tall- 
er, and the leaves: are longer and 
broader. It is claimed that kale will 
yield thirty to forty tons of green 
feed per acre when grown under fay- 
orable conditions. 

Kale is used for table green, but its 
chief use on the Pacific coast is for 
feeding green to dairy cows from Octo- 
ber to April, for which it is highly 
prized. If the growth is forced in the 
early spring, it can be fed much 
earlier than Oct. 1. Kale would prob- 
ably be an excellent winter feed also 
for hogs and poultry. It does best on 
well manured, deep, rich loams and 
sandy soils, The only objection to 
the use of kale is the difficulty of get- 
ting it out of the field when~ the 


‘ground is. wet and muddy. For this 


reason ‘well drained. land should be 
selected upon which to plant. this 
crop. 

Where the weather is quite’ cold 
kale is not sufficiently hardy to stand 
out during the winter, and its use as 
a soiling crop would be limited to 
the fall. : ;

magpies with an air of absorbing in- 
terest. 

Sometimes a “jack’’ would fly. up to 
the perch and give one of the tawnies 
a friendly dig with his beak,—as 
though he wanted to say :—‘Wake up, 
old: fellow !’” 

Whereupon the owl would proceed 
with great gravity to comb the dis- 
turber’s plumage with beak.and claw, 
occasionally pausing during the opera- 
tion to survey his work out of a half- 
open eye, “‘jack,” the while, winking 
at his mates below with the air of :— 
“It’s all right; it pleases the old 
duffer.’”” 

Barn _owls, also, I have domesticat- 
ed, and have found them very amus- 
ing pets, I had one which would fly 
down in broad daylight from his cage 
and.catch a live mouse, and back 
again to make a meal of it, swallow- 
ing it whole by a succession of fear- 
ful gulps. 

I have seen him swallow three in 
succession, and have no doubt that 
had he been offered a fourth he would 
have been equal to the occasion. In- 
credible. as it may seem to those who 
have never witnessed the feat, he 
would think nothing of devouring a

INSPECTIOM. 


The Alberta Department of 
Agricultura is makiny a new de- 
parture in weed coutrol. Believ- 
ing that it is possible to do some- 
thing else by way of combatting 
the spread of weeds, besides or- 
dering the destruction in summer 
of crops which are badly infested 
with them, the Department has 
sent out all the weed inspectors 


in the proviuce for a week to see 


what can bo done towards per- 
suading farmers to adopt methods 
of cultivation which will tend to 
encourage the germination © of 
weed seeds and the destruction 
of the young plants, before the 
crop is grown. . 

With this. object in view, last 


are reen all over the field the: 
land ought to be disked and 
harrowed again tn destroy them 


summer the local inspecturs were 
furnished with a book in which 
they noted those farms that were 
very dirty: and which seemed to 
require special att: ntion. sag 
were thus enabled this spring t 
proceed without lus3° of time to 
the worst places to discusa the 
weed situaton. with the owners 
and to leate them the following 
circular’ as a.memorandum for 
their guidance. ."It contains sug - 
gestions which may "e useful. to 
other farmers vesides those who 
bad to be visited on account o 
having dirty farms.

METHODS.OF CULTIVATION

If there is still a quantity of 
weeds in the crop when it ape 
proaches maturity, it may be cut 
as green feed before the weeds 
areripe. Usually, however, it 
will be found that the growth of 
barley will choke and kill any 
weeds which may conie up aiter- 
wards. : 

Where fall wheat is grown this 
method of disking and harrowing 
at frequent intervals during the 
summer’ should be. continued 
till it.is time to plow for me fal) 
wheat. 


NOTE: It ia particularly im- 
portant to disk and harrow as 
soon as possible in the spring and 
also to harrow the *growing 
grain when it is six inches high.
